Easy  Ways  to  Build  a  Lily  Pool 

Lily  pools  are  inexpensive  and  very  simple  to  construct.  Decide  on  your  location 

and  the  design  of  your  pool  and  excavate  to  the  depth  of  thirty  inches.  Make  the  forms 
for  the  concrete  so  that  walls  and  floor  will  be  from  six  to  eight  inches  thick.  Woven 

wire  and  iron  make  ideal  reenforcements.  After  the  forms  have  been  removed  paint  the 
inside  with  pure  cement  mixed  to  the  thickness  of  thin  cream.  This  makes  the  pool 

water-proof.  One  mistake  often  made  by  beginners  is  of  making  the  pool  too  small, 
as  once  you  have  become  interested  in  water  gardens  you  will  never  have  enough  space 

to  accommodate  all  your  wants. 

MIXING  AND  LAYING  CONCRETE— A  simple  and  satisfactory  mixture  for 
pools  is  one  part  cement  to  five  parts  coarse  gravel.  Add  enough  water  to  make  a 
mixture  that  will  not  run,  tamp  in  well  when  placing  in  the  forms.  Do  not  let  the  con¬ 
crete  dry  too  fast.  Wet  burlap  is  ideal  after  the  cement  has  started  to  set.  The  slower 
it  cures  the  harder  it  becomes.  We  think  the  ideal  depth  of  any  pool  is  thirty  inches, 
twelve  inches  being  for  soil  and  fertilizer  and  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  being  for  water. 
This  will  leave  ample  room  to  take  care  of  any  heavy  rains. 

DRAINAGE — Many  pools  are  built  without  drainage  but  it  is  much  easier  to 
clean  out  and  empty  the  pool  if  some  provision  for  emptying  is  made.  A  two  inch  pipe 
at  the  bottom  of  the  pool  at  the  lowest  place  is  ideal  for  a  drain-out.  The  upright  pipe 
should  be  cut  to  the  height  it  is  necessary  to  carry  the  water  in  the  pool.  Water  may 
also  be  syphoned  out  or  dipped  out  if  the  pool  is  not  too  large. 


The  Miniature  Pool  or  Tub  Garden 

The  most  inexpensive  is  the  tub  garden.  Not  much  room  is  needed — only  three  or 
four  feet  square  makes  a  very  nice,  small  water  garden.  Choose  a  sunny  spot  and  sink 
a  wash  tub  or  half  barrel  in  the  ground.  Two  or  three  tubs  are  sometimes  grouped 
together  filling  in  the  space  with  perennials  or  rock  plants.  The  tub  should  be  filled 
with  five  or  six  inches  of  good  garden  loam  with  a  big  handful  of  commercial  fertilizer 
well  mixed  in.  At  intervals  of  three  weeks  a  spoonful  of  fertilizer  added  to  each  plant 
will  tend  to  produce  more  blossom.

How  to  Order 

TERMS  AND  POLICIES — Order  early.  This  is  most  important.  In  May  and 
early  June  we  are  always  crowded,  so  to  have  the  plants  at  the  time  you  wish  them  it  is 
better  to  have  your  order  in  early. 

HOW  AND  WHEN  WE  SHIP — Water  lilies  and  aquatic  plants  may  be  shipped 
any  time  in  the  year.  Water  lilies  may  be  planted  at  any  time  but  we  can  not  ordinarily 
take  them  from  the  pools  before  the  end  of  March.  All  shipments  are  made  by  express 
unless  parcel  post  is  specified  and  then  it  is  entirely  at  your  own  risk. 

SHIPPING  COSTS — On  all  orders  to  be  shipped  parcel  post  add  ten  percent  of 
the  value  of  the  order  to  cover  parcel  post  charges,  otherwise  the  shipment  will  be  made 
by  express  collect.  Only  the  numbered  collections  will  be  shipped  postpaid. 

In  all  orders  for  goldfish  add  fifty  cents  for  shipping  can.  All  fish  are  shipped  express 
collect  including  those  in  collections. 

REMITTANCES — Make  all  checks  and  money  orders  payable  to  Smiley’s  Water 
Gardens.  We  do  not  ship  C.O.D. 

GUARANTEE — All  plants  are  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name  and  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  when  shipped.  Due  to  conditions  over  which  we  have  no  control,  weather  and  care, 
we  do  not  assume  any  responsibility  for  results  after  planting.  Complaints,  if  any,  can 
be  considered  only  when  tendered  at  the  time  when  plants  are  received. 

Culture  of  Water  Lilies 

Water  lilies  are  so  easily  and  successfully  grown  by  those  that  have  had  no  previous 
experience  that  by  following  these  simple  directions  one  may  be  assured  of  an  abundance 
of  beautiful  flowers  throughout  the  season.  Once  planted,  the  pool  needs  very  little 
care,  no  hoeing,  nor  watering  that  is  so  necessary  for  growing  most  other  varieties  of 
flowers.  All  that  is  required  to  grow  water  lilies  is  fertile  soil,  still  water  and  plenty  of 
sunlight.  It  is  unnecessary  to  drain  the  pool  during  the  growing  season ;  simply  replace 
the  evaporation.  Shortly  after  planting  the  water  may  become  green  from  the  fertilizer 
used  in  the  soil.  Allow  the  water  to  run  in  and  overflow  the  pool  if  this  condition  arises.

Establishing  the  Water 
Garden 

FERTILIZERS — Most  any  garden  loam 
will  give  good  results.  The  best  fertilizers  are 
cow  manure  well  rotted  if  possible  and  bone 
meal.  Cow  manure  at  the  rate  of  one  part  to 
five  parts  garden  loam.  Commercial  fertilizers, 
one  pound  to  each  cubic  foot  of  soil. 

TIME  OF  PLANTING  —  Hardy  water 
lilies  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  they  begin  to 
show  growth  in  the  spring,  usually  about  April 
first  and  they  may  be  planted  up  to  the  last  of 
August  with  good  results.

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DURATION  OF  BLOOM— 

Hardy  water  lilies  begin  bloom¬ 
ing  early  in  May  in  this  section  of 
the  country  and  continue  until 
frost.  The  flowers  open  every 
morning  and  close  late  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon.  You  are  assured  of  sev¬ 
eral  flowers  from  each  root  every 
day  throughout  the  season.  Each 
individual  blossom  lasts  about 
four  days. 

COLOR — Hardy  water  lilies 
may  be  obtained  in  white,  sev¬ 
eral  tones  of  red,  yellow  and  many 
shades  of  both  light  and  dark 
pink,  also  copper  and  changeable

colors.  There  are  no  blue  hardy  water  lilies. 


Important 

When  you  receive  your  shipment  of  roots  unpack  at  once  and  place  them  in  water 
until  ready  to  plant.  Should  you  need  to  keep  them  for  some  time  before  planting  it  is 
best  to  submerge  fully  one-half  the  root  in  mud  and  cover  with  water. 


How  to  Plant 

Two  methods  are  used  in  planting,  in  boxes  or  by  spreading  the  soil  over  the  bottom 
of  the  pool  to  the  required  depth.  Both  have  their  good  points.  Plants  will  do  much 
better  when  they  have  plenty  of  root  room.  If  you  use  boxes  make  them  one  foot  square 
and  one  foot  deep.  Each  lily  should  have  at  least  one  cubic  foot  of  soil. 

DISTANCE  APART  TO  PLANT — A  pool  six  by  six  will  accommodate  four  lilies 
and  the  necessary  floating  and  bog  plants  very  nicely.  A  pool  twelve  feet  in  diameter 
will  accommodate  up  to  ten  lilies  together  with  the  other  plants  necessary  to  complete 
the  pool. 

CONTAINERS  FOR  THE  PLANTS— We  like  the  large  size  candy  pails  for.  a 
single  lily.  If  these  are  not  available  boxes  may  be  made  from  any  rough  boards  one 
inch  thick  and  twelve  inches  wide.  Permanent  boxes  may  be  built  of  brick  or  concrete 
but  movable  boxes  are  preferred  as  they  may  be  placed  in  the  basement  during  the  winter. 

SAND  TO  COYER  THE  BOXES — One  inch  layer  of  sand  or  gravel  over  the  boxes 
after  planting  will  help  to  keep  the  water  clear. 

INSECT  ENEMIES — Plant  lice  or  aphis  are  the  only  common  pests  of  water  lilies. 
They  are  easily  controlled  by  washing  off  with  a  strong  spray  from  the  hose  and  the  fish 
eat  them.  “Black  Leaf  40”  mixed  according  to  directions  rids  the  plant  of  this  louse. 

Mosquitoes  and  Goldfish 

It  is  recommended  that  goldfish  be  kept  in  all  water  lily  pools.  Not  only  are  they 
interesting  but  they  will  eat  the  mosquito  larvae  and  aid  in  keeping  the  water  clear. 
Twelve  fish  to  a  four  by  six  pool  is  the  best  proportion. 

Winter  Care  of  the  Pool 

Hardy  water  lilies  need  no  protection  other  than  direct  freezing  of  the  roots.  Arti¬ 
ficial  pools  should  be  emptied  to  prevent  damage  to  the  walls  from  ice.  It  is  best  to 
empty  the  pool  and  fill  with  straw  or  any  other  litter  and  cover  over  with  boards.  The 
lilies  may  be  removed  to  the  basement  and  kept  moist  and  protected  from  mice. 

CARE  OF  GOLDFISH — In  climates  where  the  pool  freezes  over  it  is  recommended 
that  they  be  removed  to  the  basement  in  a  tank  or  large  tubs.  Feed  very  sparingly. 
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Hardy  Water  Lilies 

Hardy  water  lilies  should  form  the  basis  of  your  water  garden.  They  are  as  hardy 
and  thriving  as  well  in  the  Northern  States  and  Canada  as  they  do  in  the  Sunny  South, 
needing  only  the  protection  of  a  covering  in  winter  to  stand  the  coldest  weather.  They 
begin  blooming  almost  with  the  first  warm  days  and  continue  throughout  the  entire 
season  with  an  abundance  of  brilliant  flowers  and  with  practically  no  care.  There  is  no 
flower  grown  in  the  garden  that  will  give  you  so  many  brilliant  and  interesting  flowers 
as  the  hardy  water  lily  and  with  so  little  attention. 

A  wide  range  of  color  gives  one  a  selection  of  most  any  shade  desired  in  reds,  yel¬ 
lows,  pinks  and  copper  or  changeable  colors.  With  the  changing  of  the  colors  each  suc¬ 
cessive  day  of  bloom  on  most  of  the  reds,  pinks  and  coppers  gives  one  no  end  of  pleasure 
in  the  growing  of  hardy  water  lilies. 


Ten  Best  Water  Lilies 

In  the  many  years  we  have  been  growing  water  lilies,  we  are  often  asked  which  are 
the  best  varieties  and  from  the  standpoint  of  hardiness,  abundance  of  bloom,  color  and 
so  forth,  we  have  decided  that  the  following  varieties  are  our  choice : 

ATTRACTION — This  beautiful  red  variety  is  my  choice  of  all  the  water  lilies. 
The  petals  are  garnet  red  tipped  with  rose,  the  septals  are  almost  white,  and  as  the 
blossom  ages  it  becomes  a  rich  deep  red  with  garnet  streaked  septals.  The  blossom  is 
unusually  large  reaching  eight  inches  in  diameter.  It  is  vigorous,  thrifty  and  a  very 
free  bloomer.  One  of  the  first  to  bloom  in  our  gardens  in  the  spring  and  the  last  to 
stop  blooming  in  the  fall.  Price  $2.50. 

ESCARBOUCLE — Bright,  intense  red  deepening  to  crimson  with  garnet  stamens. 
A  free  blooming,  strong,  vigorous  variety,  unquestionably  one  of  the  best.  Pictured 
in  colors  on  inside  front  cover.
